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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10, drawn to a medical implant, classified in class 428, subclass 
500 + . 

II. Claims 1 1-22, drawn to a method, classified in class 156, subclass 60 + . 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

3. Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by a 
materially different process such as injection molding. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. During a telephone conversation with Mr. John Kilik on March 25, 2005 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-10. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
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Office action. Claims 1 1-22 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 
37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

7. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

9. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
James et al (U.S. 2003/0083433 A1). 
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James et al disclose a medical device having an outer layer comprising a 
hydrophilic polymer such as polyvinyl alcohol, polyvinylpyrrolidones, polyethylene glycol 
etc. (paragraph 0018) commingled with hydrophobic polymer such ultra high molecular 
weight polyethylene (UMMWPE) having weight average molecular weight 400,000 or 
higher (paragraphs 0050 and 0064). James et al also suggest cross-linking by thermal, 
ultra-violet or other suitable energy for chemical covalent bonding (paragraph 0019). 
James et al fail to disclose claimed melt index of hydrophilic polymer. 

However given the teaching of James et al, a person of ordinary skill in the art 
would have found it obvious to utilize high molecular weight (i.e. low melt index) 
hydrophilic polymer with UMMWPE to match melt viscosity to homogeneously mix both 
polymer.
